FARM BUREAU NOTES

The St. Clair County Farm Bu-

reau has received a communica-
tion from the M. A. C. urging ex-

treme care in handling the potato
crop where late blight has made
its appearance. Where blight of
the tops has occurred and soil
conditions are dry enough to per-
mit, it is advisable to wait two
weeks after the tops are dend be-

fore digging the crop. Diggini
potatoes while the tops are greci
where late blight appears, leads
to infection of freshly dug tubers
with spores from the diseased
leaves. Such potatoes rot badly In
storage. The crop should be kept
in the ground until the tops are
withered and dried completely,
then if the potatoes are sorted
carefully at digging time, using
care to remove all distorted or
partly rotten tubers, little troub-
le will probably be experienced
during storage. In most cases,
the blight outbreak has begun too
late to seriously affect the yield
this year, but will cause consid-
erable loss in storage unless the
above precaution is exercised re-
garding harvesting.
